associating each RFID tag with style information of its associated garment; 

scanning the RFID tagged garments to determine their merchandising locations on a sales 
floor of the retail store; 

scanning the RFID tagged garments that are taken to a fitting room of the retail store by a 
plurality of customers; 

scanning the RFID tagged garments that are purchased after being taken to the fitting 

room; 

subtracting the RFID tagged garments that are purchased after being taken to the fitting 
room from the RFID tagged garments that are taken to the fitting room to yield tried-on-but-not- 
purchased RFID tagged garments; and 
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displaying, for a tried-on-but-not-purchased RFID tagged garment, the frequency with 
which the tried-on-but-not purchased RFID tagged garment is tried on, style information of the 
tried-on-but-not-purchased RFID tagged garment, and the merchandising location of the tried- 
on-but-not-purchased RFID tagged garment 

comparing th e RFID tagged garm e nts that ar e purchas e d after b e ing tak e n to th e fitting 
room to th e RFID tagg e d garm e nts that are tak e n to th e fitting room; 

d e t e rmining, from th e comparison, RFID tagged garm e nts that ar e tri e d on but not 
purchas e d; 

compiling styl e information associat e d with th e RFID tagg e d garm e nts that ar e tried on 
but not purchas e d; and 

identifying, from th e compil e d s tyle information a s sociat e d with th e RFID tagg e d 
garm e nts that ar e tri e d on but not purchased, garm e nt styles that ar e tri e d on but not purchased, 

wh e rein th e garm e nt styles that ar e tried on but not purchased ar e th e garment s tyles 
having a probl e m with fit or d e tailing . 

36. (Currently Amended) A method for tracking consumer interest in merchandising locations 
within a retail store comprising: 

associating a radio frequency identification (RFID) tag with each garment of a plurality 
of garments in the retail store; 

scanning the RFID tagged garments to determine their merchandising locations on a sales 
floor of the retail store; 
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scanning the RFID tagged garments that are taken to a fitting room of the retail store; 

correlating the RFID tagged garments that are taken to a fitting room of the retail store 
with their merchandising locations; and 

showing displaying , based on the correlation, th e relationship betw ee n the frequency with 
which a an RFID tagged garment is tried on and the RFID tagged garment's merchandising 
location. 

37. (Currently Amended) A method for id e ntifying, tracking consumer interest in merchandising 
locations in a retail store, garm e nt styl e s having a problem with fit or d e tailing, the method 
comprising: 

associating a radio frequency identification (RFID) tag with each garment of a plurality 
of garments in the retail store , wher e in th e RFID tag includ e s style information of its garm e nt ; 

associating each RFID tag with style information of its associated garment; 

scanning the RFID tagged garments to determine their merchandising locations on a sales 
floor of the retail store; 

scanning the RFID tagged garments that are taken to a fitting room of the retail store by a 
plurality of customers; 

compiling th e styl e information of th e RFID tagg e d garm e nts that are taken to the fitting 

room; 

scanning, from among the RFID tagged garments that are taken to the fitting room, the 
RFID tagged garments that are purchased; 
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subtracting the RFID tagged garments that are purchased from the RFID tagged garments 
that are taken to the fitting room to yield tried-on-but-not-purchased RFID tagged garments; and 

displaying, for the tried-on-but-not-purchased RFID tagged garments, the frequency with 
which the tried-on-but-not purchased RFID tagged garments are tried on, style information of the 
tried-on-but-not-purchased RFID tagged garments, and the merchandising locations of the tried- 
on-but-not-purchased RFID tagged garments 

comparing th e RFID tagged garm e nts that ar e tak e n to the fitting room with th e RFID 
tagg e d garments that ar e purchased; 

id e ntifying the RFID tagg e d garm e nts that ar e taken to th e fitting room but not 
purcha se d; 

det e rmining, from th e compiled style information, garm e nt styl e s of the RFID tagged 
garments that ar e tak e n to th e fitting room but not purchas e d, 

wh e rein the garm e nt styl es of the RFID tagged garm e nts that are taken to the fitting room 
but not purchas e d ar e th e garm e nt styles having a problem with fit or detailing .

48. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 36, further comprising: 

scanning RFID tagged garments that are taken to the fitting room and subsequently 
purchased to determine tried-on-and-purchased RFID tagged garments; and 
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compiling displaying the tried-on-and-purchased RFID tagged garments and 
merchandising location information of the tried-on-and-purchased RFID tagged garments that 
are tak e n to th e fitting room and subsequ e ntly purchased; and 

reporting to th e user m e rchandising locations of th e RFID tagg e d garm e nts that ar e tak e n 
to the fitting room and s ub se quently purchas e d .

5 1 . (Currently Amended) A method for using fitting room data to id e ntify garment style s having 
probl e ms with fit or detailing tracking consumer interest in merchandising locations in a retail 
store comprising: 

associating a radio frequency identification (RFID) tag with each garment of a plurality 
of garments in the retail store , wh e rein th e RFID tag includ e s styl e information of its garm e nt ; 

associating each RFID tag with style information of its associated garment; 

scanning the RFID tagged garments to determine their merchandising locations in the 
retail store before the RFID tagged garments are taken to a fitting room; 



scanning RFID tagged garments that are taken to a the fitting room of the retail store by a 
plurality of customers to determine tried-on RFID tagged garments; 

correlating the tried-on RFID tagged garments to sales data to determine tried-on-but-not- 
purchased RFID tagged garments; and 
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displaying, for the tried-on-but-not-purchased RFID tagged garments, the frequency with 
which the tried-on-but-not purchased RFID tagged garments are tried on, style information of the 
tried-on-but-not-purchased RFID tagged garments, and the merchandising locations of the tried- 
on-but-not-purchased RFID tagged garments 

compiling styl e information of the tri e d - on but not - purchas e d RFID tagged garm e nts to 
identify garment styles having problem s with fit or d e tailing .
